"It might not l>e a bad idea for 
the State to stop paying for the 
education of the young, in order to 
restrict higher education to those 
willing to work for it." said Dr. 
W. W. Comfort, president of Hav- 
erford College, in the course of his 
address Tuesday night before the 
Bala-Cynwyd-Narberth Rotary 
Club at its May business meeting 
held at the Cynwyd Club. 

America's great experiment in 
mass education, the speaker said, isi 
suffering the drawback of provid-: 
ing schooling for hundreds of thou-: 
sands who do not desire it. and who 
are not willing to take advantage of; 
the opportunity offered. 

Dr. Comfort's talk was a part of 
the Rotary club's observance of 
Hoy Week. The speaker discussed' 
in an interesting fashion many 
phases of boy training and educa-; 
tion. 

"The family is more responsible; 
for the way a boy turns out than is! 
the school or college." Dr. Comfort; 
said. "He is influenced by the fam-j 
ily attitude and by the subtle com-| 
ments made at the dinner table, j 
These small influences give the 
warp to a child's character." 
Deplores Lack of Respect. 

The speaker deplored the lack of 
reverence and respect for authority 
so noticeable today, but attributed 
it to the modern attitude of taking 
nothing for granted, experimenting 
and stripping every subject to its 
essentials. 

This leads to the attitude the 
youth calls "sincerity" and to super-

CONCERNING STREET WIDENING 

To the Editor of Our Town : 

Will you kindlv publish this article 
taken from the Philadelphia Record a 
few davs ai*o in connection with the 
problem of' widening the business 
itreets in Xarberth. 

A. E. WOHLERT. 

The article Mr. Wohlert wishes 
hrouRht to the attention of Narberth 
residents follows: 

Streets and road widening generally 
increases the value of abutting proper- 
ty to a point exceeding the costs of the 
protect, figures indicate. One of the 
country's most outstanding examples 
of this, according to \V. E. McComas, 
dictrict engineer of the Portland Ce- 
ment Association in Philadelphia, is 
the widening that has been done on 
Chester pike through Folcroft, Sharon 
Hill and other towns. There are cases 
where property values increased nearly 
1000 per cent, in a comparatively short 
time as a result of the manner in which 
the thoroughfare was improved. 

"Besides enhancing the value of 
abutting property." Mr. McComas 
continued. "widened streets have 
stimulated business and residential 
growth on subdivided properties, they 
have changed low class residential pro- 
perty into high-class business property 
and they have transformed ordinary 
business frontage into highly desirable 
property. 

"Property values in progressive 
cities naturally increase as time passes, 
yet statistics show that the accelera- 
tion of values is considerably more 
marked on widened and improved 
thoroughfares. Property on Summers 
street, Charleston. W. Va., widened to 
76 feet, was valued for tax purpose at 
ipnsr. a front foot in 1019. After the 
widening, the valuation rose to $100 a 
front foot, an increase of about 207 
per cent. Property along a compar- 
able street in the same city, not wid- 
ened, rose a scant third in value. 

"A similiar case is that in Baltimore. 
Property on Hillen road, widened from 
33 feet to 120 feet in 1923, changed in 
value from $523 a front foot to $1895 
in 1927, an increase of 254 per cent. 
Property along a similar street, which 
was not widened, increased but 68 per 
cent, in value. [ 

"Investigations in Cleveland, Mil- 
waukee. New Haven. St. Louis and 
Akron show the same results. Two- 
vear-old Wacker Drive, Chicago's two- 
ievel street, has already expressed in 
dollars and cents the wisdom of widen- 
ing streets and of double decking them 
where traffic warrants. Wacker Drive 
has added considerably more to the 
value of downtown Chicago than its 
actual cost of about $22,000,000. The 
augmented value of abutting property 
and not including the sharpened value 
of adjacent property is conservatively 
estimated at $65,000,000."
